Customization of a web site, as stated in Rhoads, clearly suggests editing defining data within the browser program, 
wherein as stated earlier, the web site which is displayed within the browser through the browser program would be used to edit the 
defining data to customize the greeting cards. Gennaro discloses that the program being downloaded Is used for modifying the website, 
wherein the data downloaded from the Internet network is this website, which is customized based on the program represented by the 
applet.
